Australia is now on top in, the 
Fourth Test Match at Adelaide, in 
which play resumed this morning, 
the fourth -day. Z 

At the lunch interval, England, 
in her 2nd innings, was only 7 
runs ohead with eight wickets in 
hand—truly a surprise. 

The home team lett off Inst even- 
‘ing at 365 rans for nine wickets, 
Four runs were added and the first 
innings was over, with Australia 
35 runs ahead. 

'Bhen England started to wipe 
off the arrears and lost” two good 
men before she had done ao, 

Oldfield (31 not out overnight) 
was accompanted by the last 
man ‘in, Blackie, when Aus- 
tralin resumed = oher tat) ine 
nings, The wicket-keeper, in try- 
ing to turn Tate to ley, was bowled. 
Oldfield had added one and Blackie 
made three, thereby bringing Aus- 
tralia’s score from 365 to 369., 

The innings lasted 7 hours and 87 
minutes, 

Tate and White were the most 
successful -bowlers, the former, ag- 
cording to Reuter, being steady 
throughout the long innings.

It is emphasised by a medical 
authority that luminous rays re- 
present rays of . the sun, being 
sclence’s nearcat approach to manu- 
faciured sunshine. Ultra violet 
rays are not luminous except: under 
special conditions and through spe- 
celal instruments. .Luminous rays 
He between violet and red rays. To 
produce luminous rays, ‘certain ele- 
ments are placed in a core of car- 
bon. These elements include iron, 
phosphorus. and calcium and they 
and carbon ar: lighted: by electri- 
city ond give off rays.' Tha pa- 
tient can only absorb a certain 
quantity of ultra violet rays and 
apparently that mark . hos been 
reached in the case of the King.

Lady Astor suggested that it 
would be unwise to allow muitsai 
to continue uhder a British admin- 
istration. 

Miss Lawrence asked when the re- 
port from the Governor was expect- 
ed and Mr. Amery replied that he 
hoped to get it in the course of the 
next few weeks. 

Mr. Amery suggested that a large 
influx of Chinese families from the 
mainland may ‘have included a con- 
siderable number of muitsai, He 
‘added that there was no reason to 
believe that the authorities in Hong 
Kong were not ‘carefully watching 
any case of ill-treatment or the cas¢ 
where a girl wished to leave a family 
with which she was living and live 
by herself. “Obviously nothing 
could be more cruel than to drive 
these girls from a family with whom 
they were living.”—Reuter.

It was obvious that such deserv- 
ing cases should be assisted by 
the Police who have: thus spared 
the persons concerned from going 
to the Hause of Detention.

| FAMOUS SOLDIER. 


LIEUT.-GEN. SIR MICHAEL F, | 
RIMINGTON, K.CB, 


LEADER OF THE “TIGERS” 


- Lieut-General Sir Michael Fre- 
deric. Rimington, the well-known 
cavalry leader, who raised the 
famous Corps of Scouts which bore: 
‘his name inthe South African War, 
died in mall week ‘at Sladea, 
East Knoyle, Salisbury, at the age 
of 70: years, ‘ 

A Cumberland lad, the aon of Mr. 
Michael Rimington,- of ' Tynefield, 
Penrith, he was 28 years of age 
when, as an Oxford ' University 
candidate for the Army, he entered 
the 6th (Inniskilling) Dragoons in 


1881. « In South Afriea he rapidly | 


gained experience, and in 1983 he 
was selected to take part in the ex- 


Pedition to Zululand for the pur} 
pose of reinstating Cetewayo among , 


his people. The following’ year 
found ‘him with his regiment In the 
expedition to Bechuanaland under 
Sir Charles Warren, soon after 
which he was appointed 
Adjutant, and in’ 1887 he 
was engaged in the expedi- 
tion to Zululand which ended in 
the crushing of the rebellious chief 
Dinizulu. . 

In 1890 he returned to England, 
but seven years later he was back 
in South Africa on special service 
in the Tranavaal and tha Orange 
Free State, where the prospects of 
an outbreak of war were becoming 
nearer every day. His work there 
was interrupted by a spell with the 
Remount Department at Dublin, 


but he was soon back again in South| 


Africa, where on the outbreak of 
hostilities he obtained permission to 
enlist, organise, and equip a corps 
of white guides.. The men were 
moatly farmers’ sons, and fully ac- 
quainted with the country. The 
strength of the force averaged ‘some. 
180 members, and ‘they were gen- 
erally known as  Rimington’s 


‘|“Tigers,’ because of the strip of 


wild cat skin which formed part of 
their headdreés. The name struck 
consternation among the enemy 
wherever they’ were encountered, 
because of the unique knowledge 
they possessed as guides. 

“ That the duties they performed 
were of an arduous nature Is pro- 
ved by the fact that the casualties 
which the corps suffered amounted 
to nearly 50 per cont, The honours 
they obtained included one award 
of the Victoria Cross, two recom- 
mehdations for it, three medals for 
distinguished conduct

He 
was one of the two officers who first 
met Kekewich on the raising of the 
siege of Kimberley; he was present 
at the operations'round Paardeburg, 
and subsequently at the battle of 
Diamond Hill. dt was he who 
devised the system of block-houses 
and barbed wire fencing: used in 
coping with the guerilla warfare in 
the later stages of the war, and he 
took part in the signing . of 
peace at Vereeniging. 
_ Colonel Rimington was Inspector 
of Cavalry in India when the Great 
War broke out, and as comman- 
der of the Indian Cavalry Corps he 
served during the early part of the 
hostilities In France. For his 
services he was twice mentioned in 
despatches and appointed . a Com- 
mander of the Legion of Honour. 
In.1919 he retired with the rank of 
Heutenant-general.. -, 

Sir Michael was the author of 
“Our Cavalry” and “Hints on 
Stable Management.” In, 1888 he 
married Agnes, daughter of the late 
Mr. Henry F. Cunningham, of 
Oakeley Park, County.

’ FIRST’ PLAYHOUSE 


DEED FOUND IN WIGAN 
OFFICE 


Wigan has made 2 gift to London 

of an historic link with the first Eng- 
ling playhouse under remarkable, 
nnd even romantic elreumstances. 
It is a decd on parchment dated 
1692 relating to the conveyance of 
the “site of the late monastery or 
- priory of Molliwell near the City of 
London in the County of Middle- 
sex," and “also the Ladye Gardene 
lying on the back side of the dor- 
mitory of the said monastery and 


all that gurden. called the. Dove 


House Gardens lying ‘ within the 
"precincts of the said monastery and 
the Orchard called the Cornet Or- 
chard,” cte, “situate and being in 
the Parish of St. Leonard. Shore- 
ditch.” 
This conjures up a picture, of 
rural London of two and a half cen- 
turies ago thot seems quaint 
beyond belief almost to-day, and is 
the more interestity because it 
was on one corner of the site of 
' Holywell Priory, and adjoining the 
site of the reat barn of 
the Priory, was erected in 1577 the 
first London building specially de- 
. voted to the performance of plays, 
* and known as “The Theatre.” It: 
was in this theatre that Shakes- 
peare firat appeared as a -player. 
In 1698 this building was pulled 
down by the players themselves and 
‘all the. materials carried by them to 
the south side of the Thames and 
used in the construction of the 
famous “Globe”. Theatre at: Bank- 
wide, Southwark, with ‘which 
Shakespeare himself was personally 
;associated, and from which he de 
rived a share of the profits, 

This interesting document, which

opened the new Alice Memorial 
Hospital in Bonham-road. There 
was 4 large gathering present in- 
cluding the Hon. Sir Henry 
Pollock, Kt., K.C., the Hon, Sir 
Shou-son Chow, Kt., the Hon. Mr. 
W. E. L. Shenton, the Hon, Dr. 
R. H. Kotewall, C.M.G., LL.D. 
the Hon. Dr. S. Wi Tso, LL.D., 
the Rev. C. Dixon os s, the 
Rev. H. R, Wella, Mr. T..N. Chau 
and Mr. Kwok Siu-lau. . - 

His Excellency, who, arrived 
promptly at 3.30 p.m., was receiv- 
ed by a Guard of Honour com- 

posed of nurses of the Alice 

Memorial and Affiliated Hospitals. 
After H.E, had opened the main 
door, the, gathering proceeded to 
the out-patient . waiting room, 
where Sir Henry Pollock, Chair- 
man of the Hospitdl addressed 
the gathering. ssid:—-. 

“Your Excellency haa. gracious- 
ly consented to be present to-day 
to declare this new building open. 
The building represents a feature 
of life in the. Colony in which we 
are assured that you take thé: 
greatest interest. Apart from the’ 
fact of its being a Hospital intend- 
ed to help‘and to heal the sick, 
it stands as a monument of good. 
will between the Chinese and non- 
Chinese, bearing witness to united 
service rendered by the two sec- 
tions of ‘the community working 
together. In this service many 
honoured names may be, recalled, 
but perhaps few have given great- 
er agsistance to this Hospital than 
the late Mr. Chau Siu-ki and the 
late Mr. P. H. Holyoak, (Ap+ 
plause). 

“The work was begun forty- 
eight years ago by Dr. W. Young, 
a local medical practitioner, ata 
Dispensary held in buildings lent 
by the London Missionary Society, 
and he devoted much time and at- 
tention to the relief of sickness 
amongst the Chinese, :

| “Another branch of service ren- 
dered by these Hospitals was the 

{training of nurses, and some of 
those who were trained here are 
now rendering valuable service in 
many parts of the Colony, both in 
our own and other Hospitals, and 
in their calling as midwives. 

Better Site 

“The original Alice Memorial 
Hospital was situated in Holly- 
wood-road, and a former Gov- 
ernor expressed his views on the 
desirability of a change of. site, 
as its position rendered it a most. 
unsuitable place for the. treat- 
ment of the sick.. Some- years 
ago the site was sold, and with the 
proceeds of that sale the present 


sale was sufficient for the putting

CHARING ‘CROSS 


BRIDGE PROBLEM AND HIGH 
LEVEL VIADUCTS 


At a meeting of the Surveyors’ 


Institution Mr. A. Norman Garrard, 
hon, secretary, read “Some Notes on 
the Charing-cross Bridge Problem.” 

Even if three-fourths of the cost 
were met from the Road Fund, he 
sald, the burden falling on the ratea 
would be about twice the estimated 
total cost of a new Waterloo Bridge 
capuble of taking six lines of traffic. 

. As to the removal of the railway 
station to the other side of. the 
river, if thia were done fares might 
not be reduced, though the great 
majority of the passengers would be 
deposited at a greater distance from 
their destination. 
considerations would weigh with 
the railway company. The present 
station was limited in extent, and 
by its Act of 1917 the company was 
prohibited from extending it; the 
bridge would be expensive to widen 
or to reconstruct; the’ platforms 
were only capable of taking trains 
of limited length, and the restricted 
area made working ‘slow and ex- 

pensive. ‘The fact, that in the 
majority of cases the same fares 
and sengon ticket rates were charg- 
ed. to Charing-cross as to Water- 
loo-function indicated that a curtail- 
ment: of the line would not 
necessarily result in a correspond- 
ing Joas of net revenue. 

Tt was a matter for consideration 
whether the suggested “high level” 
viaducts afforded the best means of 
dealing, with street , intergeotions, 
ahd: whethor, having regard to the 
cost,-an adequate system of “round- 
abouts” -at, street intersections was 
not a more satisfactory method of 
doaling with the problem.

SINGLE CONTROL TUNING 


[By “Sparks” 

Although the modern receiver is 
employing more and yet more valves 
in its construction, the tendency of 
thé design is towards simplicity 
of control, reducing, ag far, as pos- 
sible, the number of controls and 
gadgets on the panel: Through 
this purposo filament’ ballast, 
or resisters, and gang condens- 
ers, have come into exten- 
sive use. When using a 
gang condenser all the circuits 
which are subject to its ‘control, 
have to be carefully designed and 
balanced if the exact tuning ‘to re- 
sonance of every circuit is to, be 
obtained. The difficulty of doing 
this {3 recognised by the manu 
facturers, of gang. condensers, and 
generally’ some compensating device, 
such as 4 small condenser, in parallel 
with the main tuning unit, is 
included, . To obtain. the best re- 
sults from this kind of control, it is 
absolutely necessary that the input 
and output circuits of every valve 
should have the same characterietics 
exactly, ao that Intending construc. 
tors of circuits such as these need 
| to be very careful both in the layout 
and wiring’ of their sets. The

It is the same in’ all countries 
where attractive: broadcasting ser- 
vices are conducted energetically 
(writes “Roy Dio,” of. 8L0): , There’ 
are not many auch. countries cer- 
tainly; but the desire to be of ser- 
vice to listeners Is gradually ‘he- 
coming more evidenti One of 
the most remarkable countries in 
this respect {s-Russta. ‘It fs sur- 
prising to ‘earn of the extent to 
which radio fs being ultilised by the 
Soviet for. the. education and en- 
tertainment of Russians, -particular- 
ly peasants in districts far removed 
from sources of normal-instruction, 
information, ‘ and entertainment. 
And as there are many millions of 
peasants who cannot read the spoken 
word via radio is the ideal medium 
for instruction. 

In America, of course, the broad- 
casting services are more extensive, 
and. the stations more numerous 
than in any other country. - Un- 
like the majority of the services in 
other countries, no charge is made 
on listeners. The services are 
financed by other means~ than by 
listeners’ licence fees, The method 
which is now responsible for most 
of the revenue of the. broadcasting 
stations is the “sponsored pro- 
gramme.” ‘People who have some- 
thing to sell, or who have some- 
thing they wish brought under tho 
notice of the general’ public, have 
found ‘the broadcasting service an 
excellent publicity medium. 
doubtful if there is any. greater 
means of reaching the minds of the 
great ‘body’ of the publid,  Theso 
people—manufacturers, hotel keep- 
ers, _ &c.—arringe for — their 
names’ to be mentioned during 
the ‘broadeast ‘programme. In 
Some cases the name of the com- 
modity is specially mentioned. For 
‘the privilege of having their names 
mentioned, the “advertisers” have 
to arrange for a part of the pro- 
gramme; for a nuumber of artists 
to be pald by them, in short, they 
hire the use of the station for a 
given period of time.

J not to say that the pictures as re- 


ceived on board ship were  per- 
fect reproductions of the orfginala 
broadcast through the ‘Rugby high- 
power wireless station. There 
were defects in many of them, but 
when It is remembered that- the 
technical staff responsible for the 
reception and reproduction of the 
photographs ‘were working in the 
dark, without any previous experi- 
ence to guide them, and under very 
difficult conditions, In part due to

porary nature of the apparatus, 
the transmissions must be regard- 
ed os most satisfactory, and’ they 
created ‘much interest amongst the 
passengers. . 

The pictures were ‘received at a 
range of 2,225 miles.- In each case 
the subjects stand out clear and dis- 
tinct, the features are easily re- 
cognisable, and they lent them- 
selves to reproduction for printing 
without loss of detail. 

Operators Impressions - 

‘Mr. Monkhouse, the wireless 
operator who received the“pictures 
on the Fultograph recorder—the 
system which Captain Fulton has 
perfected—was full of enthusiasm 
when on board the “Olympic.” He 
said the knowledge gained as a re- 
sult of “The Daily Telegraph” ex- 
periment would be of tremendous
